AND STREET OIL 


Council Authorizes Special Body 
to Try to Get Relief from 
Dust Nuisance. 


HEALTH BOARD MATTERS 


State will 
Place its Own 
Physician 


here to H are Supervision over Five 


Mile Radius. 


The m atter of securing stone and 
oil for the streets of G ettysburg was 
taken out of the hands of the highway 
committee at the regular June m eet­ 
ing of the council Tuesday night when 
a motion was passed providing for 
a special committee for this purpose. 
Messrs, Funkhouser, Swift, and H art­ 
man were named. 
The action followed a detailed re­ 
port by Mr. Winter, chairman of the 
highway committee, showing the diffi­ 
culties he had encountered in trying 
to get the m aterials, the steps he had 
taken to overcome them, and the re­ 
sults accomplished and exported. 
He told of filing with the State 
Highway Department a t Harrisburg 
of the application for not leis than 
two carloads of tarvia, and of the reply 
th at an investigation would he made 
and if the conditions were satisfac­ 
tory the Fuel Administration at Wash­ 
ington would he advised to release 
that amount for Gettysburg. 
Feeling 
this would take a long time Mr. Win­ 
ter communicated with Captain Eisen­ 
hower, commandant 
a t (lamp Colt, 
asking that he use his influence to 
have the borough 
given 
the oil 
as 
a health measure for the men in camp. 
Captain Eisenhower earlier in May 
had callel the attention of Mr. Win­ 
ter to the condition of the streets 
which were regarded as a menace to 
Ult health of soldiers and civilians, 
and Mr. W inter told him of difficulties 
encountered in getting oil and stone. 
The York Stone and Supply Com­ 
pany, from whom Mr. W inter had or­ 
dered stone, upon instructions from 
council, claimed they had no cars to 
ship it. 
Here, too, the camp authori­ 
ties were asked to bring some pres­ 
sure to bear and the cars were soon 
forthcoming, whether through their 
influence is not known by Mr. Winter. 
Then the York concern 
said 
they 
could not get men to quarry the stone. 
Meanwhile a carload of tarvia arrived 
for patchwork, but cannot be used un­ 
til the stone is here. 
Council listened carefully to Mr. 
W inter’s report, hut several members 
expiVssed the belief that oil could he 
secured at once if proper steps were 
taken, and the motion was made to 
appoint the new com m ittee for this 
purpose and that of getting stone. It 
was carried and the men named. 
Board of Health M atter 
Second in importance only to the 
street question, was a report made on 
m atters relative to the Gettysburg 
board of health. 
It will be recalled 
th at ever ainee last sum m er the State 
D epartm ent of Health has been rn 
control here, never having turned back 
the affairs to the town to ita most 
recently appointed board consisting 
of Dr. W. H. O’Neal, B. D. Snyder. J. 
L. Butt, George P. Black, and John 
D. Lippy. It will also be recalled that 
the State had salted, something like 
$660 of $700 for services performed 
here during their adm inistration of 
affairs. 
J. L. Williams, Esq., the borough a t­ 
torney, reported Tuesday evening that 
C. H. Wefebert, representing the State 
Board, had been here last week and 
conferred with him and President Mc­ 
Donnell on the question 
of 
again 
placing the town under its own hoard. 
Three things are necessary in order 
to accomplish this. 
First, the State agreed to accept the 
unexpended balance of last year’s lo­ 
cal appropriation in lieu of its bill 
fo r services. 
That am ounts to about 
$277 and council regarded it as fair. 
Second, 
the 
State 
demands 
the 
enactm ent of a “ piggeries” ordinance 
which cavers 
a 
num ber 
of 
other 
things. 
This was discussed and held 
over for an adjourned meeting. 


Third, Mr. Webber stated th at 
a 
health zone to extend for five miles 
in every direction from camp (and 
therefore to include G ettysburg) was 
to be established. A state doctor will 
be peaced in charge and will be paid 
by the state. 
An inspector wiH work 
w ith him. 
The S tate requires th at 
the borough of G ettysburg name this 
inspector aa its health officer and its 
health board secretary, and th at it 
pay one-half his salary. Council look­ 


ed favorably on this m atter. 
The “piggeries” measure was pre­ 
sented to the local board of health 
above named, which passed it with the 
unanimous vote of all members pre­ 
sent. Mr. Butt was absent. The State 
agreed to recognize the board for this 
one purpose. The hoard then referred 
it to the council for enactm ent into 
an ordinance. 
It provides th at there shall be no 
pig pens within a zone to be bounded 
by the center of these streets, W ash­ 
ington, Railroad, Stratton and Middle 
— which means one block in every di­ 
rection from Center Square. In other 
parts of town pigs may be kept only 
oh perm it from the board of health. 
No slaughter houses would he per­ 
mitted except on permits 
from the 
board of health, these permits to be 
renewed each year. Extensive regula­ 
tions were proposed concerning the 
construction and drainage of outside 
water closets. 
Stables and manure 
pits are provided for. 
Garbage may 
be placed only in water tight metallic 
cans which must be emptied every 
week. 
These are the provisions of the pro­ 
posed ordinance which council held 
over to an adjourned meeting. 
All 
of them would become effective Au­ 
gu st first with the exception of that 
relating to the closet#, which would 
be effective November first. 
Council­ 
men made some objection to the bar­ 
red zone for pigs, thinking all should 
be treated alike, but otherwise the 
ordinance met with little opposition. 
It was stated very definitely that 
its passage was necessary before the 
State would again give 
Gettysburg 
control of its own health m atters. The 
term s af settlem ent of the S tate’s 
bill were regarded as very satisfac­ 
tory, and the idea of having a State 
and borough inapector working here, 
with each paying half, met with fa ­ 
vor. 
Mr. Lippy presented his resignation 
as a member of the board of health 
and it was stated that Mr. Butt would 
do the same. 
Other Matters 
The treasurer’s report showed that 
Burgess Eicholtz 
had collected

$2348.25, nearly all of which was for 
taxi and automobile licenses. 
The borough highway hands asked 
an increase in pay from 25 to 30 cents 
an hour. 
William Haner represented 
tflem and declared 
they could get 
work elsewhere if council would not 
grant the increase. 
The request was 
refused. 
The ordinance presented at a recent 
meeting was re-enacted providing fix­ 
ed sums as follows: for circus license 
$40; for sideshow, $10; for merry-go- 
round, l l . 
There had been a sliding 
scale in the ordinance previously pre­ 
sented, which, it was declared, was il­ 
legal. 
The secretary was instructed to 
send pavement notices 
to property 
owners on Lincoln Avenue East. 
Council voted to change the hour for 
ringing the curfew from nine to ten 
o’clock. 
A number of minor m atters were 
presented regarding sewer and other 
complaints.

AND REGISTER 


Local Draft Board Has Big Task 
in Listing Men for Mili­ 
tary Call. 


NEW BUILDING AT CAMP 


Other Notes of News among Men in 
Local Encampment. 


OFFICE CROWDED BY THEM 


Many Inside and Others W aiting to 
be Admitted. 
See Large Total Re­ 


gister here.

Offices of the Adams County draft 
board were crowded all morning with 
young men who have attained their 
m ajority since June 5th last. 
It was 
the second registration day in every 
part of the United States, and here 
there was no hanging-back or evi­ 
dence of unwillingness to comply with 
the provisions of the law. 
The local board opened its offices 
at seven o’clock this morning and al­ 
most immediately the stream of 21- 
year-olds started coming. 
This con­ 
tinued throughout the morning and 
until well on in the afternoon. 
It is 
estimated that the total, when the 
registration closes 
at nine o’clock 
this evening, will be well above the 
two hundred mark. 
The registration was carried out in 
much the same manner as last year 
with the exception of there being 
just one central place for the work 
instead of having the various regis­ 
trars scattered all over the county. 
The local board had all the work to 
do and it proved to be a task that re­ 
quired unrem itting 
work for many 
houri. 
A fter the first of the b'.g crowd 
started to arrive there was a waiting 
list. 
Sixteen or eighteen would be 
given chairs in the room, then the 
door would be 
locked. 
Frequently 
there were more outside than inside 
and as the crowd grew, they would 
he given advice just to walk about 
and amuse themselves as best they 
could for an hour or two until the 
number was reduced. 
There seemed 
to he no end to the applicants. 
Many of them joked about the a f­ 
fair, and there was little evidence of 
regret over the necessity to list them ­ 
selves as subject 
to call 
for their 
country’s service. 
One of the prin- 
ci pal questions asked by the regis­ 
trants concerned the probable time 
for filling out questionnaires. 
They 
were told by the hoard 
that 
these 
blanks had not yet been received so 
that no definite date could be fixed. 
It is accordingly regarded as very im­ 
probable that the new registrants will 
be subject to any call before the lat­ 
ter part of July. 
The little blue carls which all re­ 
member so well as having been given 
the 1D17 registrants, again made their 
appearance to-day, and there was no 
little feeling of pride when these 
were shown as evidence 
of the re­ 
gistrants’ patriotic response to their 
country’s call. 
Generally it was a likely looking lot 


One of -the new structures being 
erected at Camp Colt is a 
building 
which will house the doctors at the 
hospital. It had been proposed to put 
up another building for the nurses but 
this has been given up, it is said. 
Recruits are arriving daily, some 
coming by apecial trains, but town 
! people see little of the movement and 
the only way they have of judging 
the increase in numbers is by visit­ 
ing the camp, or noticing the steadily 
increasing 
number 
of men on the 
streets at night.

here on

AIRSHIP NEAR HAGERSTOWN

Private John A. Goodrum, who came 
here with the Seventh Regiment last 
June, wa3 transferred to the 
Pro­ 
visional Battalion, went across in Oc­ 
tober, and lost his eye in a German 
attack, has been spending some time 
; with friends in this vicinity. 
He has 
I received an honorable discharge from 
the Army. 
On the fourteenth of last Novem­ 
ber Private Goodrum’s company en­ 
tered the trenches about four o’clock 
in the afternoon and that night from 
about 7 until l l o’clock, according to 
Goodrum, they 
were treated 
to 
a 
severe* bombardment 
as 
a 
“ warm 
welcome”, by the Huns. 


The captain and first lieutenant of 
Goodrum’s company 
w’ere killed dur­ 
ing the bombardment 
and 
it was 
only 
with difficulty 
that the second 
lieutenant kept his men from 
going 
over the top and evening up. 
Goodrum spent Christmas and New 
Year’s Day in the trenches. 
It was 
not until January 24th that he “got 
his”, after a little over two months’ 
continuous service 
in the trenches. 
He was struck by shrapnel from a 
bursting shell during a severe bom­ 
bardment and suffered the loss of his 
left eye and minor wounds about the 
body. Several pieces of shrapnel still 
Remain in his body. 
Goodrum was sent to Base Hospi­ 
tal No. 8, in France, 
and received 
treatm ent until 
April 24th 
when he 
embarked for-the United States. 
Arriving in the States he was sent 
i to General Hospital No. ll, at Cape 
May, N. J. On May 28th he received 
his honorable discharge 
from 
the 
army and was also discharged from 
the hospital. 
Goodrum was in several 
gas 
at- 
; tacks and has gone over the top into 
No Man’s Land quite 
a few times 
with raiding parties and in 
general 
attacks. He talks interestingly of his 
experiences in the trenches and has 
no doubt that Uncle Sam’s boys are 
I going to get the Hun. 
Goodrum has an especially 
warm 
place in his heart for the work the 
Red Cross is doing for the Sammies, 
I fighting 
or wounded. 
“The 
Ret! 
; Cross", he says, “is doing more 
for 
the soldier than any other 
agency 
and is the best friend the 
soldier 
has”. 


Goodrum’s home is 
near 
Little 
Rock, Arkansas. He expected to spend 
i several weeks with friends, but a 


I telegram was 
received stating 
that 
his father was seriously ill, so Good­ 
rum is now on his way to his home 
in Arkansas. 


Mrs. Ella Kemp Wolf, widow of the 
late Dr. E. J. Wolf, died on Monday 
evening at the home of her daughter, 
Mrs. Huber Gray Buehler, a t Lake­ 
ville, Connecticut. 


Mrs. Wolf had been In failing health 
(for some time. 
She recently spent 
several months in G ettysburg during 
which she stayed at the home of Mrs. 
I W. C. Sheely, on Springs avenue. She 
was sufficiently improved to go to

Germans, beating off repeated attacks 
and inflicting severe losses, thus add­ 
ing to the glory of American history. 
The troops began to arrive on the 
battlefront on Saturday and par­ 
ticipated in the fighting almost im­ 
mediately. They not only repulsed the 
Germans at every point at which they 
were engaged, but 
took prisoner*,

Officials of the company have plac­ 
ed the number of passengers aboard 
of Carolina when she was attacked 
125 miles off Sandy Hook at 220 und 
the crew at 130, making 360 in all. 
Captain Barbour of the Carolina 
reported to the company yesterday 
that he was on board the schooner 
Eva B. Douglass with ISO passengers 
and 94 of the crew. 
A boat containing 28 survivor*, 21 
passengers and 7 of the crew, arrived 
at Atlantic City. 
Another lifeboat with 18 passengers 
and one member of the crew arrived 
at Lewes, Del., with the report that 
16 of the 35, who had started fron 
the ship, had lost their lives in the 
storm Sunday night. If the com­ 
pany’s figures as to the number 
aboard the ill-starred liner are cor­ 
rect, this leaves 42 unaccounted for.

NEW YORK FEARS

This reminder that

order under which all display lights 
must be extinguished 
until further 
notice. 
Sanctioned by Army 
Commissioner Enright’s action fol­ 
lowed promptly a conference held at 
Governors Island between AHen A. 
Ryan, special deputy police commis­ 
sioner in charge of the division of 
national defense, and the military au­ 
thorities. According to Commissioner 
Enright, the military authorities “be­ 
lieved it a wise plan to dim the lights, 
especially excessive lights.” 
Deputy Ryan, 
who asserted that 
there is a possibility that U-boats 
off our shores might carry airplanes

Naval Expert Gives High Prs'se to 
Americans for lYtelr 
operation. 
Co­ 
il A 


American naval aid has been of tho 
greatest help to the British fleet, says 
Archibald Hurd, the naval expert, 
writing In the Daily Telegraph on 
the hew situation In the North sea re* 
salting from the Keebrngge mid Os- 
tend raids, the extension of British 
mine fields and the generally increas­ 
ing naval pressure against Germany. 
“When the war Is over,” he says, 
“the nation will form some conception 
of the extent of the debt which we 
owe the American navy for the man­ 
ner In which It has co-operated, not 
only In connection with the convoy 
system, but in fighting the subma­ 
rine*. 
“If the naval position Is Improv­ 
ing today, as It la, It Is fine to the 
fact that the British and American 
fleets are working in closest accord, 
supported by an immense body of 
skilled workers on both aides of the 
Atlantic, who are turning out de­ 
stroyers and other craft for dealing 
with the submarines, as well as mines 
and bombs. 
“The Germans can have a battle 
whenever they wont it.- The strength 
of the grand fleet has been well main­ 
tained. Some of the finest battleships 
of the United States navy are now na- 
sedated with us. They are not only 
splendid fighting ships, but they are 
well officered and manned. 
“If Admiral Beatty were asked his 
opinion there is no doubt of what he 
would say of the value of the aid which 
the United States has given in this re­ 
spect. The conditions under which the 
Germans would engage us, therefore, 
are less favorable than two years ago."

T ire motor launches wert doing 
their work magnificently. These pock­ 
et warships, manned by officers and 
men of the Royfcl Naval volunteers 
reserve, ara specialists at amoke pro­ 
duction. They built to either band of 
tbe Vindictive^ course the likeness of 
a dense sea mitt driving landward 
with the wind. Star shells paled and

Passenger en Dog filslgh Likely to Bs 
Furnished ^Sufficient Thrill* 
lls' 
Day** Journey to Carry Him 
for Some Tima. 


•Aa a last novelty I was treated to 
a sleigh drive, when tho earth had been 
covered by snow,” A. Kila Carstensou 
says in ‘Two Shimmers In Greenland,” 
'T he administrator prided himself on 
having the hest team In Greenland, 
and Indeed they were a spirited lot to 
behold as they tore away over the 
ground with their tails curved over 
their oacks. Neither rocks nor holes, 
no obstacle, indeed, under a steep wall, 
would have checked them. Two young 
ones, Ajax the First and Second, had 
never been harnessed before, 
and 
looked peculiarly stupid on finding 
themselves captured. When the team 
started, all for one and one for all, the 
two recruits a t Aret tried to make their 
escape, but in the effort they rolled 
over and over, bumping from rock to 
rock as they were dragged along, un­ 
til they finally took their place* In the 
pack and learned that their moat tensi­ 
ble cooree waa to work with their com­ 
panions 
“Tho amount of knocking about 
which a sleigh can endure without be­ 
ing smashed is Incredible. The low 
runners, some six feet long, ars lash­ 
ed with sealskin thongs to the cross­ 
pieces that form tbs seat, and afford 
elasticity. The two upright poles give 
a hold to the driver if bs has to fol­ 
low on foot and steer the sleigh from 
behind. Tho dogs are partly guided by 
the whip and partly by the voice, but 
in many Instances the dogs know bet­ 
ter how to find their way than does 
their driver. On smooth Ice IO miles 
may be done to an hour, but on rugged 
ground a pace of four or five miles Is 
called good, and 500 pounds la consid­ 
ered a load for eight dogs. 
“Where the ice was broken, aa often 
was the case near land, or in crossing 
large fissures, great aklll was required 
to get dogs aud sleigh across. • . . 
When uneertoln where to go and you 
had to leave It to the dogs to find tho 
way, you might be always sure that 
their instinct would keep them from 
running toto real peril. 
In case cif 
danger ahead the ^oaa* dog would stop 
and growl, sniff, and turn In soma 
other direction. 
“It was Impossible to drive a teem 
without having a 'boss,' as the dog la 
called that has absolute control over 
ell the others. Ha leads the way, eo- 
coontces. punishes offenses, settles dis­ 
putes aud has to bo used with tho great­ 
est cure. 
“There was great excitement when 
the ground waa steep. Sometimes tho 
driver would fasten all tho dogs be­ 
hind, perhaps tis up one of the feet of 
each animal, and himself take hold of 
one of the poles and act aa a brake. At 
other times he woald let the Heigh go 
backward In froot of tho dogs. Again, 
he would take his sleigh and let tho 
sleigh hurry down, with the dogs fol­ 
lowing ss best (hey might some getting 
entangled and being dragged behind, 
and finally all landing In the deep snow 
below. If there was any possibility 
of reaching a human dwelling, they 
generally made for It. but otherwise 
they would encamp in the Ice. Tbs 
bearskin sleeping baga would bs spread, 
aud the travelers would creep Into 
them, with ms many dogs aa posMbls s s 
tbs top.”
